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N THE EVENT of this 200th issue, 

covering a span of almost seventeen 
years, it is opportune to reflect on what 
has occurred, consider where we now 
stand, and venture some _ predictions. 
Starting with our cover, a parade of fifteen 
years, one cover from each, since the all 
advertising tabloid was rejected in favor 
of the magazine. 

Our contents include: a selection of 
important reprints and condensations . . . 
those that have provoked the widest 
interest over the years, research that is 
not immediately obtainable elsewhere, 
from editions long since out-of-print. For 
example, “How Old Is The Rocking 
Ghair”, page 54, disputes a fallacy that 
has been even wider spread as a result of 
our new President’s fondness for the rock- 
ing chair. These are the types of errors 
that Spinning Wheel wages a never end- 
ing battle to correct. Continuing popular 
authentic research, Albert C. Revi’s “Pat- 
tern Glass Puzzlers” appears on page 18, 
and to keep the reader abreast always of 
the latest in books, “Book Reviews” on 
page 56. Exemplifying the nature of re- 
search to come, by qualified experts, is 
“The American Home and How it De- 
veloped” by Ethel Hall Bjerkoe on page 
16. The number of collecting societies in 
our Bonus Feature, page 6, organized only 
in the last few years, shows strongly that 
collectors are on the increase. 

Surely you'll be star-struck through 
these pages if we don’t tell you here and 
now that when you see this symbol * * * 
in the corner of an ad. or adjacent to any 
advertiser’s name, you'll know that he is 
one of our 29 loyal supporters who ap- 
peared in the first, the 100th, and this, 
the 200th issue. The two-star rank iden- 
tifies him as one of 141 who have appeared 
in both 100th and the 200th! Of course, 
many advertise in-between, and a few, 
such as Pearl Bradley Henshaw, have ad- 
vertised without interruption in all 200 
issues. These and the many other dealers 
who list their merchandise this month are 
among those who have established, 
through Spinning Wheel, one of the most 


exciting and reliable antiques markets 
anvwhere. 
Now, let us inspect the past 17 years. 


The Antiques Show has become big 
business. More have entered the field of 
professional show promotion; individual 
organizations in steadily increasing num- 
bers have adopted it for fund-raising. The 
number of shows has almost tripled, ex- 
ceeding by far the number of calendar 
days each year. Importing has become a 
comparatively new facet of the antiques 
business.* Buying is done on the con- 
tinent with importers making up to as 
many as four personal buying trips a 
year; some employ buying staffs at the 
source. Chief imports are glass. china, 
furniture, brass and copper, clocks, 
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woodenware, lamps, firearms, and unusual 
decorator items, restricted in the main to 
18th and 19%th century items. Opinions 
differ as to how long the countries from 
which they buy will remain a continuing 
source. All agree that the supply of items 
up to the 1850s is fast diminishing. Most 
sell both retail and wholesale on the 
American market. Restorations and Re- 
creations have moved along at an ac- 
celerated pace . . . Old Sturbridge Village, 
Shelburne Museum, Tryon Palace, Penn- 
sylvania State Farm Museum are only a 
few among many which have either been 
established or reached fruition. They stand 
as perhaps no other one thing in testimony 
to the continuously widening interest in 
our Nation’s past. Prices on most antiques 
have risen consistently, reflecting the in- 
crease in present day commodities and 
services. Some have skyrocketed . . . but 
by reason of demand and scarcity. So- 
called primitives still on increase, up at 
least 50% in some popular categories. 
Exceptions: oversize furniture continues 
decline with ever greater trend toward 
smaller living quarters. Predictions, on 
items that should soar in value in the 
next decade: country store stock furnish- 
ings, some of which date well into the 
present century (it is even now almost a 
closed era); hand fans, especially those 
with advertising mesages (result of 
widespread air conditioning); glass pre- 
serving containers (superseded by the 
home freezer) ; and, among others which 
this age of space exploration, will force 
into obsoletion and eventual antiquity: 
the earliest, small sereen model tele- 
visions, their manuals, guides, and ad- 
vertising literature. 

Not yet fulfilled in its entirety, is the 
vacancy left by the loss of such painstak- 
ing students and researchers as Ruth 
Webb Lee, George S. McKearin, Minnie 
Watson Kamm, and Carl W. Drepperd. 

“We are too easily deluded by the 
common conviction that antiquity is a 
measure of importance, and too frequently 
we assign to an object values which it 
may not have at all, simply because it is 
old. But an age is no less past if it existed 
fifty years ago than if it existed two 
hundred years ago.” To me this is one of 
the most significant statements made in 
the past decade. It seems to be the 
answer to the question that has plagued 
collectors lo these many years: What age 
determines an antique? It removes date 
lines, plus petty differences. and substi- 
tutes common sense and intelligent think- 
ing. Its author: William H. Pierson, Pro- 
fessor of Art at Williams College in his 
address to the Society for the Preservation 
of New England Antiquities on their 50th 
anniversary. His subject: The Historical 
Society’s Part in American Education. 

This then is 200 issues of 
Spinning Wheel, and the years it 2 
covers. We hope you enjoy it.

® According to Mr. E. T. Baker, of The 
Stieff Company, Nevada Silver was the 
trade name for Victorian plate (silver 
electroplate) made by Daniel & Arter, 
an English firm, active in the 1870s. 


Probably the trade name was adopted 
because the silver used in 
was mined in Nevada.

Another in larger size, with double cor-

Trivets 


HE Mary Darmstaetter collection 
of cast and wrought iron trivets 
represents twenty years of collecting, 
and includes some 700 different ex- 
amples. In classifying them, her son, 
Hugo Darmstaetter, also a trivet col- 
lector, separated them into ten basic 
shapes: Disc or Circular; Geometrical; 
Heart; Horseshoe; Ovoid; Spade; 
Gridiron; Square; Star; and Triangle. 
All were made with or without 
handles, though a horseshoe shape is 
rarely found without them, or a square 
shape, with them. 
Every iron foundry of record from 
the early 1800s to the 1900s seems at 





sometime in its history to have cast 
these trivets in quantity, either from 
original designs or as copies of trivets 
made by others. Except for those de- 
signed as advertisements, few were 
marked. Often a stove works furnished 
advertising trivets as gifts to buyers. 
Wrought iron trivets, generally 
earlier than those of cast iron, were 
the individual work of artisans at the 
forge. It is doubtful if any two, even 
if made by the same smith from the 
same pattern, are precisely alike. 
Shown from the Darmstaetter 
collection, are examples in 
wrought iron.

The American Home 
and How It Developed 


OR many years there was little interest in the so- 

called old fashioned houses and their furnishings. 
About 1890 a trend of interest slowly began, and today 
old houses and antiques are high fashion. 

In America, there have been five architectural and 
decoration periods: Harly American, which began soon 
after settlement and ended about 1720; Colonial, from 
1720, ending directly after the Revolution; Federal, be- 
ginning about 1790 and ending about 1830; Victorian, 
which lasted from 1830 to 1880—overlapping the Federal 
and Victorian periods during 1820-1850 was the Greek 
Revival; and the Eclectic in which we find ourselves to- 
day, a period containing all the fads and fancies in build- 
ing and furnishing since 1880, and which will doubtless 
develop to take its place eventually beside the others.

It is very easy to tell when a house was not built, since 
the Colonial, the Federal, the Greek Revival, and the 
Victorian house did not appear in America until a certain 
date, whereas the older type of house continued to be 
built long after the appearance of a new type. Each 
period is a growth from the one which went before, and 
there is always a time lag away from the centers of 
fashion. The Early American house being built in the 
Colonial period, for instance, would show some features 
of the new house type; furnishings, too, would show 
carry-overs from an earlier period. 

Still being built today, though greatly modified by time, 
are the salt-box house, the overhang, now called “gar- 
rison” by builders, and the central chimney house of the 
Early American period, discussed below. 


No trace remains of the crude 
shelters built by the first settlers of 
Jamestown, Virginia, Plymouth or 
Salem, Massachusetts. Replicas of 
these earliest settlements may, how- 
ever, be seen today. These first shelt- 
ers were hastily constructed with 
but one thought in mind—protection. 
As permanent dwellings were built, 
the settlers constructed traditional 
wooden buildings similar to those in 
which they had lived at home, Varia- 
tions in details occurred because of 
variations in building styles and 


methods in the different sections of 
England from which the colonists 
had come and because of the differ- 





ences in materials available and in 
use in the various colonies. 

Before 1680, houses were built 
largely from memory, but shortly 
after that date, manuals of architec- 
ture and building found their way to 
this country from England. 

The houses of the simpler colonists 
usually consisted of a one-room house 
with porch and chimney stack at one 
end. If there was a second story, the 
staircase was usually in the porch, 
or entry as we call it today. The one- 
unit house was first enlarged with 
a second room or unit added on the 
opposite side of the chimney stack; 
then with a lean-to, or ell, generally 





added in the back. This lean-to might 
serve as scullery, master’s bedroom, 
the important loom room, or perhaps 
all three. It soon became a character- 
istic feature of the period, and as 
new houses were built, it became an 
integral part of the house. Thus 
evolved the so-called salt-box type of 
house. When more space was needed 
on the second floor, the lean-to was 
abandoned, and the roof at the rear 
raised to the same height as that in 
the front, making a full two-story 
house—the central chimney type. 
An interesting feature of some 
early houses was the overhang. Two 
types were used in America. The

When more space was needed on the second floor, the roof of 
the lean-to of the salt-box house was raised to the same height 
as the front, making a full two-story, central chimney house. 
A fine example is the Secretary’s House at Greenfield Village, 
Dearborn, Michigan. 
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earlier was the framed overhang like 
that used in England. Despite legend, 
these overhangs had nothing what- 
ever to do with protection against 
Indians. Houses with this overhang 
were a definite architectural type in 
medieval England. At the end of the 
17th century, the framed overhang in 
the colonies was replaced by the hewn 
overhang, made possible by the size 
of trees available for uprights. 

Whether these early houses were 
salt-box, overhang, or central chim- 
ney, the interior was much the same. 
All three types had a central chim- 
ney, a small entry from which the 
steep stairway, hugging the chimney 
wall, led to the second floor. On the 
first floor there was the “Hall,” the 
center of family living; on the op- 
posite side of the entry, the “Parlor,” 
which generally doubled as a_ bed- 
room; and at the rear, one, two, or 
three rooms. 

The structural beams and posts 
always protruded on the inside of the 
house, and became a characteristic 
part of the room decoration. They 
were either planed smooth with 
chamfered edges, or covered with 
boards with ornamental moldings of 
various kinds. Sometimes there was 
a simple cornice of molded board 
with dentil-like notches at the end; 
occasionally these notches were 
painted alternately black and red. 

Windows were small for protection 
as well as to conserve heat. At first 
they were of the casement type, with 
oiled paper or isinglass filling the 
rectangular or diamond-shaped panes. 
Many windows in the simpler homes 
had nothing in the panes but were 
furnished with wooden shutters. 
Soon, glass replaced these early make- 
shifts. Not until after 1700 did the 
double-hung sash come into use. 

The fireplace was the center of 
home living. All cooking was done at 
it; it heated the house and furnished 
some of the light. Sometimes the 
kitchen fireplace was as much as 
twelve feet long. Part of this fire- 
place was the great oven. Before 
bricks came into general use, this 
was built of stone. Its iron door was 
usually three feet from the floor, and 
beneath was an open space for stor- 
ing big kettles or oven wood. Another 


feature of the early chimney was the 
smoke chamber. This might be either 
in the attic or in the cellar. In the 
more pretentious house, there was 
often a separate smoke house. 

The space around fireplaces might 
be turned into closets, cupboards, or 
even a secret passage. Hearths were 
occasionally built of brick or cobble- 
stones but were generally of flat 
stone. They varied in width from a 
foot and a half to two yards. Seldom 
were they entirely enclosed by the 
chimney wall. 

Rooms were low-ceilinged, seldom 
more than seven feet high. Stone was 
sometimes used for flooring the first 
story, but oak, chestnut, and pine 
planks of varying widths were most 
common throughout the entire house. 
These floor boards—at times as wide 
as twenty-four inches—were left with 
a natural finish and were fastened to 
the joists below with wooden pins. 

Interior doors were of wide vertical 
boards with horizontal braces at top 
and bottom on the reverse. Hinges 
and latches were of wrought iron in a 
great variety of design. 

In the earliest houses of this 
period, walls were sheathed in wood. 
Later, there were three plastered 
walls, often with a dado, and one 
paneled or sheathed wall, the chim- 
ney wall. Until about 1700 white- 
wash was used for the plastered 
walls. Then, when color was _ used, 
Spanish brown—a deep brownish red 
—seems to have been favored, 
although a deep blue, olive green, 
and other more or less dark colors 
were popular. In this early period 
wallpaper was rarely used, 

Furniture, if brought from Eng- 
land, was of oak in the Jacobean 
style, but soon the settlers were 
making simple pieces of furniture 
from native woods. At this time the 
bed was not an important piece of 
furniture; it consisted usually of a 
simple wooden frame. When a bed is 
spoken of in early inventories, the 
bed furnishings are generally meant. 
There were trundle beds, wooden 
cradles, and even the cricket bed- 
stead, forerunner of the modern cot. 

The cupboard was the most impos- 
ing piece of furniture in the more 
pretentious home. It was of oak,

covered with typical English or 
Dutch carvings of the period, and 
came in several types—the press, the 
court, and the livery cupboard. These 
held the serving dishes, table linen, 
and sometimes food. In humbler 
homes, various kinds of built-in cup- 
boards and dressers answered the 
purposes of the expensive cupboard. 
In the Dutch colonies, there was the 
heavy wooden kas instead of the 
court cupboard. 

The chest was probably the most 
important piece of furniture in these 
early homes, and the most common. 
It served the need, later filled by 
trunks, for transporting clothes and 
bedding from the mother country to 
the colonies, and was indispensable in 
the new home. The colonists also had 
joint stools, an occasional chair, 
trestle and other small tables, much 
coarse earthenware, woodenware 
(treenware), hollow ironware, and 
some pewter. There was an occasional 
loomed rug, but when a rug is men- 
tioned in early inventories it usually 
refers to a table-rug. In many homes 
there were household linens, printed 
East Indian cottons, and loose cush- 
ions of damask or Turkey work for 
chair or stool. In every household 
there were spinning wheels, flax 
wheels, and generally the important 
loom. Mirrors and pictures were 
almost non-existent. Candles and in 
fireplaces gave the only light.

MeKee Brothers Patterns

DRAGON 


CHARLES Ballinger of Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, was the designer of 
this Dragon pattern, which was pat- 
ented October 18, 1876. It was made 
in clear non-flint crystal glass. 

In his patent specifications, Mr. 
Ballinger describes the design as a 
“flying dragon.” He mentions the 
finial specifically in his patent enu- 
merations, describing it as ‘‘a shell of 
the snail, conoidae, or cerites family 
or class, which is represented as lying 
upon another shell of the scallop kind 
or class.” The pyramidal or triangu- 





lar shape formation of bosses which 
appear between the representations 
of “flying dragons” is neither men- 
tioned in the patent specifications, 
nor shown in the patent drawings. 

This pattern was made in a com- 
plete line of pressed tablewares. Lee 
(Victorian Glass, plate 36) illustrates 
a goblet, creamer, and smal] sauce 
dish; Millard (Goblets II) pictures 
a goblet; the pattern is mentioned 
but not illustrated in Metz’ Karly 
American Pattern Glass, 


Manufacturer, designer, and pat- 
ent are revealed here for the first 
time.

McKee Brothers of Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, was originally 
founded under the name J & F 
McKee, about 1850, by Frederick 
and James McKee. In 1853 the style 
of the firm was changed to McKee 
Brothers. When Stewart McKee, Jr. 
entered the company in 1865, it 
changed to McKee & Brothers. It 
was absorbed into the National 
Glass Company in 1899.

NEW PRESSED LEAF 


THE designer of this pattern, pat- 
ented on November 5, 1867, was H. 
Sellers McKee of Pittsburgh, Penn- 
sylvania, It was made in clear crystal 
in both flint and non-flint glass. 

The design is well known to col- 
lectors. It is described by Mr. McKee 
in his patent papers as “a fancy leaf 
upon a plain ground.” Patent draw- 
ings show a spoonholder, butter dish 
with acorn finial, and cream pitcher 
with applied handles, Plates 29 and 
29a in Lee’s Early American Pressed 
Glass indicate a wide variety of 
forms in tablewares, the covered 
pieces with acorn knobs and finials. 
The pattern is also noted by Kamm 
(Book 3), Metz, and Millard (Gob- 
lets I). 


The patent date and name of de- 
signer, revealed here, present new in- 
formation, 








SPRIG OR RIBBED PALM 


SPRIG is the factory name for this 
pattern; Ribbed Palm is its common 
nomenclature. Frederick McKee of 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, was the 
designer, and it was patented April 
21, 1863. Of clear flint glass, the 
Sprig pattern, as Mr. McKee des- 
ignated it in his patent specifications, 
was made in a complete line of 
pressed tablewares. Covered pieces 
have an elegant finial shaped some- 
what like an acorn. 

The pattern has been attributed to 
McKee Brothers by Mrs. Lee (Early 
American Pressed Glass, plate 33, 
38, 38a); a goblet is illustrated in 
Millard’s Goblets I; and Kamm 
(Book 4) shows a creamer with an 
applied handle. Metz (Harly Amer- 
ican Pattern Glass) illustrates a gob- 
let and lists several items, Though 
she attributes it to the year 1868, it 
would appear to have come out some 
five years earlier acording to the 
patent papers. The pattern has also 
been suggested as a Sandwich 
product, but in view of the patent 
secured for the design, it would seem 
exclusively a product of McKee 
Brothers. 


The patent information is revealed 
here for the first time.

— the antiques collector, “something different” 

is always turning up to intrigue his imagination 
and set him off on unexpected trails of exploration. 
Spinning Wheel’s aim has ever been to proffer re- 
liable information on the collectibles he finds, par- 
ticularly those of which little has been written, the 
while it opens new horizons. Readers and editors 
have been closely allied. “I can’t find a thing on 
cranberry glass,” resulted in Mr. Revi’s “Ruby 
Glass” (March 1961); a query on date evoked 
Marcia Ray’s “Mason Jars” (April 1961).

ETER Joseph Boch (1735-1818) 
joined with his brothers as partner 
in a ceramic workshop in Alsace Lor- 
raine, 1748. At the age of only 11 years 
he was learning the potting business! 
In 1766 he founded a second, larger 
pottery at Septfontaines, Luxemburg, 
and upon this factory Empress Maria 
Theresa conferred the title “Manu- 
facture Imperiale et Royale.” In 1809, 
on orders from his father, Johann 
Franz Boch (1782-1858) set up a 
pottery in the former Benedictine 
Abbey at Mettlach. This factory, in 
time, became headquarters of the 
firm. In 1836 the ceramic firms of 
Villeroy, and of Boch, were united, 
involving the factories at Mettlach, 
Septfontaines, and Wallenfangen, Eu- 
gen Boch (1809-1898) was granted 
hereditary patents of nobility and 
became Eugen von Boch. In 1856 he 
originated a Villeroy & Boch works 
at Dresden and, in 1869, the manu- 
facture of mosiac ware at Mettlach. 
Rene von Boch-Galhau (1843-1908) 
enlarged the mosaic works at Mett- 
lach in his early years and, in 1879 
purchased the terra-cotta factory at 
Merzig. In 1883 he purchased the 
crystal glass works at Wadgassen. In 
1906 he built a new wall tiles factory 
at Danischburg near Lubeck. 
Luitwin von Boch-Galhau (1877- 
1932) steered the Villeroy & Boch 
empire through the viscissitudes of 
political upheaval and the separation 
of the Saar. He acquired the earthen- 
ware factory at Bonn in 1919; in 1920 
built a mosaic tile works at Deutsch- 
Lissa, near Breslau; in 1926 he estab- 
lished a new earthenwares factory at 
Torgau on Elbe. He died in 1932. 
Since his passing, his son, of the same 
name, carries on in the established 
traditions. 





Four “Steins” demonstrating the variety of manufactures of the Villeroy & Boch pot- 
teries at Mettlach. A Dresden type “Kruge” or pitcher; a French stoneware type of 
beaker (Becher); a Village type “Stein” and a replica of gres de Flanders stoneware 
jug. All of these were made at Mettlach prior to 1898. 
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Today, the factories at Dresden, 
and at Torgau, are possessed by the 
Russian Communists and are behind 
the iron curtain. Villeroy & Boch 
have nothing whatsoever to do with 
them, the management, or the out- 
put. 

Catalogs of the products were is- 
sued prior to 1890. In 1894 a 30-page 
catalog was printed. In 1899 the mas- 
terpiece catalog, picturing all the 
glorious Becher (which we, and not 
the Mettlach works, call “Steins’’) 
was issued, together with innumera- 
ble other products of the firm. Crys- 
tals and half crystals may confuse 
American collectors not a little, It 
does not mean long and short pend- 
ants, but refers to the quality of the 
glass: 30% lead glass to 5% lead 
glass. Today, as in the past, the Wad- 
gassen glass works of Villeroy & 
Boch produce glass mosaics, and fine 
drinking wares, 

What we today collect as Mettlach 
Steins are no longer made at Mett- 
lach, or in any other of the works of 
Villeroy & Boch. In 1921 the works at 
Mettlach was ravished and destroyed 
by fire, together with the main office, 
the museum, and all important docu- 
ments. The factory has no copies of 
its old catalogs, no photographs or 
drawings of the steins, called Becher, 
or of the humpen, which some people 
call “steins without handles.” While 
it cannot be said that artistic wares 
are no longer made by this great old 
firm, it is indeed—or should be— 


gratifying to those who have collected 
the Mettlach steins to know these are 
collector’s items of which there is no 
longer a production, and has not 
been since 1921.

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matter. Retting was done in pits, or 
in streams. The slimy stalks were 
then removed to the break, an all 
wood device looking like a gigantic 
fluting machine. The stalks were laid 
crosswise on this break, the jaws 
dropped, and the ends of the stalks 
were pulled through the teeth of the 
break. This removed most of the 
matter and yielded bunches of still 
sticky and furry fibres. These were 
then scutched and swingled, a process 
of further beating with flat wood 
blades and bats which removed prac- 
tically all vestiges of pulpy matter 
and prepared the fibre for hetcheling. 
Hetcheling was the drawing, repeat- 
edly, of the fibres through combs of 
spikes; the finer the comb of spikes, 
the finer the finished fibre. It was 
then carefully hanked and _ stored, 
ready for spinning, 

Before the spinning wheel, flax was 
spun with the rock, or distaff. It 
went thus: a rod with slender arms 
on which a wad of flax fibre was 
fixed, was held in the arm crook, 
leaving both arms free to manipulate 
the fibres into thread by feed-and- 
twist motion. The twisted fibres were 
wound on a bobbin which was left 
hanging below the hands to provide 
tension on the thread. The spinner, 
as often as not, stood or walked 
about as she “span.” 

Then came the wheel for spinning, 
and upon its contriving, the mechani- 
cal age dawned in the world of 
domestic economy. 

The spinning wheel is essentially 
a flywheel (that’s the big wheel) to 
which motion is given by treadle. The 
steady turning is transmitted by 
cord or belt to the spindle which 
literally whirrs at an amazingly high 
speed, The fibres, deftly handled by 
the spinner, are fed through an eye 
to the spinning head. There, too 
swiftly for the eye to see, the thread, 
or yarn, is formed and reeled on a 
bobbin. One wheel-spinner can do as 
much work—create as much yardage 
of yarn—as six spinners using the 
rock. 

Spinning wheels exist in an in- 
finite variety of kinds, types, and 
sizes. Though most were made of the 
more common light-toned hard woods, 
they are known in curly maple, wal- 
nut, jacaranda, and mahogany. Some 
had emblems painted on them; some 
had carved decoration; none seem to 
have been completely painted. At a 
minimum there were three million 
wheels in use by 1776; perhaps six 
million by 1812, Even in city and 
town houses spinning was done—from 
prepared flax purchased at stores. 
Literally billions of yards of thread 
were spun—it took 48,000 yards just 
to weave ten yards of “kerchief” 
linen, 30 inches wide! 

The overprinted photograph of a 
flax wheel, right, identifies its various 
parts. Each of these fits together by 
“hole and tenon” joinery. If you have 
a flax wheel with a hole un- 
filled, the picture should dis- 2 
play what is missing. 
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ESSENTIAL PARTS OF THE SPINNING WHEEL 


1. The treadle. 
2. Leather connecting-piece between 


the cord extending to the treadle 
and the crank of the main wheel 
shaft. 


3. The main wheel. 
4. Flax on the distaff, and showing the 


distaff fingers or prongs, holding the 
flax ready for spinning into yarn. 


*5. Finger spun flax into yarn, feeding 


to the “eye” of the spindle. 


6. One of the two uprights which, on 


base, house the spinning ensemble 
and are connected within the base 
of the wheel to the hub (see #10) to 
provide tension control.

1880-1915 


The Brilliant Period 


by HARRY W. HARTMAN 


UT GLASS of the Brilliant Period 
is perhaps the least understood 
and appreciated of current collectibles. 
The uninformed tend to consider all 
cut glass alike, confusing values. 
Brides of 1910-1915, who received 
quantities as wedding gifts, scorn it 
as “not antique.” Yet for the past 
ten years or so, forward looking col- 
lectors, holding it an art form worthy 
of preservation, have been quietly 
picking up fine pieces characteristic 
of the 1880s and 1890s. They have 
seen give-away prices for exceptional 
examples rise to $100 or more; prices, 
they predict, will continue to soar. 
Dealers and casual collectors, how- 
ever biased or disinterested in the 
past, should learn to recognize this 
elegant and beautifully executed 
glass for what it is—and will be. 
Below is given a short short story 
on the whys and hows and whats of 
cut glass of the Brilliant Period. The 
illustrations and their captions tell 
the tale of the economic advantages 
of recognizing and buying fine pieces 
of this truly beautiful glass, 


What 

Glass decorated with an incisory 
ornamentation by application to a 
moving wheel, has, since earliest 
times, been known as “cut.” The 
geometrical lines of its designs which 
form prisms or facets distinguish it 
from other ornamental forms. 


When 


Cut Glass was known to the Assyr- 
ians in 722 B. C., to the Persians in 
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532 B. C., in Ancient Rome. It was 
old in Constantinople by 1451, and 
new in Italy in the 14th century, It 
was “rediscovered” in Germany at 
the end of the 16th century under 
Rudolph II, who brought rock crystal 
cutters from Milan to take charge of 
the crystal and glass cutting works 
he established at Prague. A hundred 
years later, England had developed 
the art and was exporting cut glass 
to the Continent. In America, the 
Early Period of cut glass began at 
Baron Steigel’s manufactory in Man- 
heim, Pennsylvania, in 1771, and 
lasted until 1830. The Middle Period, 
determined by a high tariff that shut 
out importations, marked the begin- 
nings of domestic styles and designs 
—simplicity was the keynote—and 
extended from 1830 to 1880. Techni- 
cal advances in glassmaking wh‘ch 
made possible a crystal clear glass, 
heavy enough for the cutting of deep 
and intricate designs, issued in the 
Brilliant Period in 1880. 


How 
Cut Glass was always a symbol of 
wealth and elegance. Though the new 
glassmaking techniques of the Bril- 
liant Period provided for quantity 
production and the general prosperity 
of the country made it available to 
almost everybody, it never lost its 
luxury appeal. It was never cheap. 
Elegant and desired, it proved the 
ideal gift for weddings, anniversaries, 
and other occasions-to-be-remem- 
bered in the 1880s and 1890s.

INDEX TO ILLUSTRATIONS: 


(1) Lamp in Chair Bottom and Hobstar 
pattern, triple mitre cutting; few lamps 
were made, and examples are relatively 
uncommon today. 


(2) Vase, made to order in 1900 at a 
reputed $400 would cost $700-1,000 to 
duplicate today, yet it sold within the 
last five years for $150; 26” high, 8” 
wide across top opening, glass itself

etched “S” in wreath suggesting Sinclair, 
who produced fine cut glass on Corning 
blanks; though of finest quality triple 
mitre cutting and superb engraving 
characteristic of top grade American 
manufacturer, it was sold at a N 
Antiques Show as “a fine piece of French 
glass” for $12! 


(6) Extremely rare piece with blue 
center and handles, rest of glass clear. 


(7) Bowl, signed Hawkes with shamrock 
trademark; pattern shows 12 pointed star 
center, sides with light cut star enclosed 
in deeper cut 8-sided star, base contains 
large circular star with strawberry pat- 
tern; simplicity of cutting suggest late 
(after 1900) date; clarity of glass typical 
of Hawkes, 


(8) Pitcher, with unusual combination 
of clear circular and button patterns, 
graciously flared lip; cutting on handle 
and base indicates fine piece. Unsigned, 
but brilliance and clarity suggest a Corn- 
ing, N. Y. blank. 


(9) “Gravic Glass” is acid etched in 
addition to usual Hawkes trademark. 
Due to high cost of production very few 


such steel cut pieces were made, all about 
1900, 


(10) Four-sectional, extremely functional 
dish, heavier and more deeply cut than 
most of this type, still to be found, but 
not common, 


(11) Pitcher and 5 matching glasses, 
all signed Hawkes; a Hobstar pattern, 
marked by simplicity and extreme clarity 
of glass; note similarity to Fig. 8 un- 
signed pitcher, 


(12) Large oval platter, very heavy, with 
fine detailed cutting; size and shape 
unusual, 


(13) Deeply cut bowl with exceptionally 
wide band of hand hammered sterling; 
detail in both glass and silver make it 
extremely choice. 


(14) Compote, tilted to show cutting; 
5 years ago this piece was sold for $100; 
today’s price in western shop $150; re- 
placement cost, four to five times current 
selling price, 
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(15) Bowl in the Russian pattern, 
patented 1882 by designer Philip McDon- 
ald, assigned to Thomas G. Hawkes; pat- 
tern used, with engraved crest, in White 
House from 1886 through Theodore 
Roosevelt’s administration, then for state 
occasions only till 1938 when replace- 
ments became too expensive. C, Dor- 
flinger & Sons cut the replacements and 
additions in stemware to White House 
service in Theodore Roosevelt’s adminis- 
tration; many other glass houses imi- 
tated the pattern; pressed glass version 
known as Daisy and Button. 


(16) Lamp in Lily-of-the-Valley pattern 


shows lily-of-the-valley etched between 
sharply detailed diamond point cutting 
enclosed in a circle; top of lamp is sepa- 
rate; unmarked, but this pattern, though 
not patented by Fry, has been authenti- 
cated as a Fry design and clarity and 
sharply defined detail suggest Fry’s ex- 
quisite work. 


(17) Campote, containing both cutting 
and engraving by Hawkes, with a signa- 
ture of William H, Morse, placing it 
between 1915-25 when this outstanding 
American engraver was associated with 
Hawkes; a forerunner of realism in 
gravure, the etched detail in birds and 
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leaves is unsurpassed; triple mitre cut- 
ting separates etched panels. Though 
Daniel’s book shows a Hawkes and 
Morse signed goblet insured for $5,000, 
this piece was bought within the past 
5 years at an antiques show for $25. 


(18) Tumblers, show both cutting and 
engraving; engraved butterflies present 
exceptionally fine detail for such small 
pieces; though unsigned, workmanship 
indicates a master craftsman. 


(19) Wine decanter in fine old cut, 
priced today at $45, as against a new 
decanter of similar material and work- 
manship, without cutting at $60.

The expense in producing cut glass 
lay in the skilled handwork involved. 
First the designer outlined the pat- 
tern on lead glass blanks which had 
either been blown off hand or in a 
paste mold. Then the rougher, using 
steel wheels with mitred edges and 
with a trickling sand and water 
abrasive, made the first ,deep inci- 
sions. The smoother refined these 
first incisions and cut the smaller 
more intricate portions of the design, 
and with stone wheels smoothed 
the roughly cut surfaces. Polishers 
worked with wooden wheels and a 
pumice and water abrasive to pro- 
duce a lustrous appearance and re- 
move imperfections, and finally with 
rapidly revolving brushes and putty 
powder (tin oxide) to give a high 
finish. The men who performed these 
four operations were all highly skilled 
—and highly paid. 

Between 1895 and 1900, economy 
measures were being sought. The 
substitution of a hydrochloric acid 
bath for the polishing processes al- 
lowed one or two men to polish the 
output of a large factory, work that 
previously might have entailed as 
many as 40 skilled workers. 


Alas, Economy 


Having tested the benefits of econ- 
omy without any appreciable loss of 
prestige to their product, manufac- 
turers began to look for other means 
to cheapen production. They found in 
Owen’s invention of the fire finished 
pressed blank a way to cut down on 
the hand labor of the rougher and 
smoother, and to do away with the 
hitherto unavoidable loss of metal in 
the first cutting. By the use of this 
fire pressed blank, which came to the 
workmen already pressed with the 
first deep incisions, pieces of the same 
shape, patterns and weight could be 
produced much more cheaply and 
rapidly. 

But the economy proved costly, for 
in the pressing process, the refrac- 
tory surface was destroyed and the 
essential prismatic brilliance and the 
sharp cutting of true cut glass was 
lost. With this “imitation,” the manu- 
facturers had unwittingly sounded 
the knell for true cut glass. Discrimi- 
nating collectors today repudiate 
glass cut on fire pressed blanks just 
as the discriminating did when it 
first appeared. When these pressed 
blanks were used, slight ridges will 
be found on the inside of the piece 
opposite the deeper incisions on the 
outside. The glass, too, is frequently, 
but not always, inferior. 


Engraved and Etched 


Engraved glass, which is decorated 
by moving copper wheels, usually 
with a linseed oil and pumice abra- 
sive, requires even more time and 
skill than cutting. Most engravings 
were left unpolished to produce a 
greyish contrast to the pure crystal. 
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Etched glass is not cut, but produced 
by the application of a corroding acid, 
Both engraving and etching are to be 
found in combination with cutting on 
various pieces. 


Makers 


Among the many well known glass- 
houses producing finest quality cut 
glass during the Brilliant Period were 
Dorflinger and Sons, H. C. Fry Glass 
Company, Gillander and Sons, T. G. 
Hawkes Glass Company, Libbey Glass 
Company, the Pairpoint Corporation 
and the Phoenix Glass Company. A 
great many cutting shops, some of 
them short-lived, bought their glass 
blanks from large glass manufac- 
tories and engaged their own de- 
signers and cutters, often turning out 
exceptional pieces. The Corning Glass 
Company which had no cutting shop 
of its own supplied many such firms. 
One of these, J. Hoare & Company of 
Corning, New York, became one of 
the largest glass cutting shops in the 
world. The Pairpoint Corporation in 
New Bedford is known to have fur- 
nished blanks for several shops, as 
did almost all the large glass com- 
panies. Frequently the quality of the 
glass in unidentified pieces is such 
that the experienced collector will 
associate it at sight with the glass- 
house which supplied the blank. 


Trademarks 


Between 1895 and 1905 many 
trademarks were registered. Some, 
printed on paper stickers, were 
affixed to the piece with glue; others 
were etched in acid on each piece. 
The latter alone can furnish infallible 
identification. While marked pieces 
are definitely sought, many outstand- 
ing and unusually beautiful pieces 
are to be found with no identification 
and should not be discounted because 
they bear no signature. 


Hawkes 


Several of the examples pictured 
here were made by Hawkes, readily 
identified by his simple “H” or his 
two hawks in a shamrock mark. All 
of his pieces after 1895 were presuma- 
bly trademarked, and he used no 
pressed blanks. Thomas G. Hawkes, 
a descendant of five generations of 
glassmakers and cutters in England 
and Ireland, came to Brooklyn, New 
York, in 1863, to set up a cutting 
shop. In 1880, he moved to Corning, 
New York, cutting fine glass on 
blanks to his own specifications by 
the Corning Glass Company, Later, 
with his son, Samuel, and Frederick 
Carder of Stourbridge, England, he 
established the Steuben Glass Com- 
pany in Corning for the manufacture 
of his own glass. Pieces made by 
Hawkes at this factory from 1903 
bear the acid etched “Steuben.” His 
Steuben Company was sold to the 
Corning Glass Company in 1918 and 
is now a subsidiary of that company. 

Of special note is the signed 
Hawkes piece (Fig. 19) which bears 
in addition to the usual trademark 


the acid etched “Gravic Glass.” This 
refers to a steel cutting technique 
used to create a greyish flower 
design, usually iris or asters. Due to 
the expense involved, only a limited 
number of these pieces were made, 
all about 1900. These are rare, and a 
piece with the “Gravic Glass” mark 
is a once-in-a-lifetime find. 


Fry 

Henry Clay Fry is another who 
marked much of his glass, using an 
acid etched “Fry” in a shield as his 
trademark. His glass was of excep- 
tional brilliance, but it is the unusual 
shapes of his handmade blanks which 
made his work distinctive (see Fig. 
15). His factory at Rochester, Penn- 
sylvania, continued in production un- 
til 1929. It was Fry who, as president 
of the National Giass combine, a 
Syndicate of ten glass companies 
organized in 1899, bought the inven- 
tion for pressed blanks, and unwit- 
tingly hastened the end of the cut 
glass industry. 


Patterns 


The patterns of Brilliant Period 
cut glass are many. They inlude the 
familiar motives of curved split, chair 
bottom, hob-star, and notched prism, 
as Well as earlier hobnail, block, fan 
and strawberry diamond patterns. 
While a great many patterns were 
patented by the glasshouses where 
they originated, they were continu- 
ously being copied and adapted. When 
the United States Glass Company 
was organized in 1892 as a holding 
company for seventeen affiliated com- 
panies, the identity of many patterns 
was lost in volume production, This 
holding company was economy 
minded. All short cuts to production, 
including pressed blanks, were used. 
However, for collectors seeking a 
complete table setting, a United 
States Company pattern, produced in 
quantity, offers the best opportunity 
for a successful search. 


More About It 


Little has yet been written about 
cut glass. Dorothy Daniel in her Cut 
and Engraved Glass, 1771-1905 has 
given the most complete history to 
date, covering all periods. In her sec- 
tion on the Brilliant Period, she in- 
cludes some fifty patterns, illustrated 
with patent drawings, which show 
the origin and, where known, the 
variations cut by other companies. 
While American Cut Glass by Edwin 
Warman is essentially a pattern book 
and pictures in line drawing over 120 
identifiable and named patterns of 
the Brilliant Period, (he extends list- 
ings to 1915), it is quite detailed in 
its description of the cutting proc- 
esses. Both books are recommended 
for further study of cut glass of this 
Brilliant Period—Mrs. Daniel’s for 
the detailed history, lists of marks 
and manufacturers, and general in- 
formation, and Mr. Warman’s 
for his additional identifications

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When “Sterling” Is Not Sterling 


Exposing Tricks Of The Trade Prior To U. S. Stamping Act 


by ISABEL 


LMOST every collector of souvenir 
spoons has at some time or other 
found a spoon marked “Sterling” 
which is obviously not sterling, and 
has been puzzled for an explanation. 
Sterling is 925 parts fine, that is, it 
contains 11 oz. 2 pwts. of pure silver 
and 18 pwts. alloy in every 12 oz. or 
troy pound. This is essentially the 
standard of all early English silver, 
and while there was no govern- 
mentally controlled standard among 
Colonial silversmiths in this country, 
the English standard was closely fol- 
lowed. 

About 1865, it was felt necessary 
to confirm the standard in the United 
States, and a law was passed which 
required pieces of silver that were 
actually sterling to be stamped with 
the word. 

The law was ambiguous, for while 
sterling articles were necessarily 
marked “Sterling,” it seemed that 
articles of lesser grade metal might 
quite legally be marked “Sterling,” 
too. All kinds of devious interpreta- 
tions of the word appeared, Furniture 
manufactured in Sterling, Massachu- 
setts, bore the stamp “Sterling” on 
the metallic handles of dressers and 
wardrobes and the like. A manufac- 
turer, named A. Sterling, stamped his 
name, usually without the initial, on 
such silver-gilded, washed, and plated 
articles as belt buckles, cuff links, tie 
clasps, and tie pins. He declared he 
had a right to use his own name on 
his own creations. Others claimed the 
right to use the “Sterling” to desig- 
nate the genuineness of their articles. 

To combat such abuses and pro- 
tect the public against dishonestly 
stamped silverware, individual states 
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passed protective laws. In 1899, when 
such a law was enacted in the state 
of Maryland, sixteen other states had 
already similar protective statutes on 
their books, 

The following excerpt from The 
Goldsmith and Silversmith, announc- 
ing the passage of the law in Mary- 
land gives a hint of the opposition 
honest silversmiths met in pushing 
this law through the state legisla- 
tures: 

“In spite of the most strenuous 
efforts upon the part of some indi- 
viduals; the unscrupulous methods of 
others; the circulation of a cowardly, 
malicious, and anonymous circular 
upon the part of ome person; the 
apathy and indifference of those who 
ought to have been interested; in the 
face of the combined opposition of 
the above mentioned facts, the bill in 
Maryland Legislature to prevent the 
fraudulent stamping of silverware 
passed that body and is now a law of 
that State. 

“In not one of the sixteen States 
where this law is now in operation 
was anything like the opposition 
developed against the law when first 
introduced in their respective Legisla- 
tures that was found in the State of 
Maryland to exist against this good 
and beneficial measure. 

“This opposition was not based 
upon any well-defined grounds, but 
principally proceeded from _ trade 
jealousy, and for this end and no 
other reason did these persons permit 
this measure, which was to protect 
the public against fraud and imposi- 
tion, to be jeopardized in order that 
trade jealousy might be triumphant. 

“That this did not occur is not 


owing to their work, but to the ener- 
getic and indefatigable efforts of 
Chas. C. Stieff of the Baltimore Ster- 
ling Silver Co., who unceasingly 
worked for its passage, and whose 
efforts were crowned with success. 
. . « The fact stands out prominently 
today in the State of Maryland that, 
in the face of the most bitter opposi- 
tion yet known, one man caused to be 
placed upon the statute books of that 
State a law for honest silverware 
that protects the buyer, and that 
man was Chas. C. Stieff.” 

Seven years later on June 13, 1906, 
the United States Congress, acknow]l- 
edging the need for a federal statute, 
enacted the U. S. Stamping Act, 
making the use of the word “Ster- 
ling” on objects of inferior fineness a 
federal offense, punishable by fine 
and/or imprisonment. 

The year 1907, when the U. S. 
Stamping Act went into effect, 
marked the end of the period when 
the word “Sterling” appeared on 
spoons or other items which were not 
of the sterling standard. 

Most spoons bearing a fradulent 
sterling mark were made in the 
fifteen years prior to the passage of 
the U. S. Stamping Act, when sou- 
venir spoons were coming to popu- 
larity. Deception may not always 
have been intended. Sometimes a 
spoon proved exceptionally popular in 
sterling, and the same die would be 
used to produce a spoon in cheaper 
metal for wider sale at lower price. 

SPOON NO. 1, pictured, is pure 
brass, but bears the mark “U. S. 
Sterling.” It is almost identical with 
a series in plate marked “Standard,” 
made for the Columbian Exposition, 
in which each spoon was embossed in 
the bowl with one of the Exposition 
buildings. This brass spoon shows the 
Administration Building, 

SPOON NO. 2, the U. S. Navy 
spoon, is of bronze. The word “Ster- 
ling” and the maker’s trademark 
were evidently part of the original 
die. The word “Bronze” was struck 
over the original mark, but part of 
the “S” and the “G” are still show- 
ing. The word “Patented” appears 
above the other marks in small 
letters. 

Another spoon, not pictured, was 
made in copper with one of the 
standard California handles showing 
a miner and mining equipment, Its 
specially designed bowl shows the 
Mammoth Copper Mine and Smelter, 
Shasta County, and reads, “Compli- 
ments of Redding Chamber of Com- 
merce.” On this spoon no attempt 
was made to obliterate the ‘“Ster- 
ling.” 

SPOON NO. 3, was made for the 
California Midwinter International 
Fair, 1896. It is of a dull, leaden- 
looking metal and shows traces of 
silver plating with light gilding in the 
bowl. The word “Sterling” is struck 
through the plating on the back 
in what would appear to be an @ 
actual attempt at deception.

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The Crystal Palace 
in London and New York 


ETWEEN twelve o'clock noon on 

May 1, 1851, when Queen Vic- 
toria officially opened the Great Ex- 
hibition of Industry and the afternoon 
of its closing five months and eleven 
days later, more than six million per- 
sons had visited London’s Crystal 
Palace. They had been awed by the 
building itself, of gleaming glass and 
gay painted girders, by the crystal 
fountain, twenty-seven feet high, and 
enthralled with the lush opulence of 
the world’s wonders spread out for 
them to see. 

In the milieu of Victorian art, 
Continental perfection, and Eastern 
luxury, the contributions of the 
United States were not outstanding. 
In fact, the American section was de- 
cidedly “bare.”” Mining companies and 
large manufacturers had, for the 
most part, been too indifferent to use 
the space allotted, and “America’s 
vast mineral wealth was very inade- 
quately represented.’ Among the ex- 
ceptions were the Adirondac Manu- 
facturing Company of Newcomb, New 
York, who sent iron and steel, and 
the Missouri Iron Mountain Com- 
pany, showing specimens of iron ore, 
pig metal, and bar iron. 

In comparing various written ac- 
counts, it is clear each reporter saw 
only what appealed to him, and in 
such glittering arrays, the inventions 
and utilitarian displays from America 
occasioned little comment. 

Of all American entries, The Greek 
Slave, a statue by Hiram Power, an 
American resident of Florence, Italy, 
was most frequently mentioned. The 
lightweight narrow wheeled Amer- 
ican carriages, and the American in- 
vented axletree were given a nod, as 
were Cyrus McCormick’s reaper and 
Eastman’s stone cutting machine. 

Mr. John Lemoinne, writing for 
Paris papers, complimented The 
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Greek Slave, then added, “After in- 
dulging, contrary to her custom, in a 
work of art, American exhibits an- 
other work which characterizes her 
much better. It is an enormous sup- 
ply of articles in caoutchouc! It is 
difficult to conceive anything more 
ugly—but perhaps it is useful.” 

An Italian commentator also men- 
tioned these India rubber articles, 
affirming that the gigantic rubber 
shoes were only displayed to hide the 
nakedness of the walls. He did admit, 
however, a slight awe at the “India 
rubber-elastic mattress you could 
blow up at pleasure,” and at a paletot 
with a bellows in the pocket by which 
it could be blown up into a boat. 
Many reporters entirely omitted men- 
tion of Mr. Goodyear’s recently per- 
fected vulcanizing process. 

Two ship ventilators displayed by 
Frederick Emerson of Boston, were 
accorded a “doubt that sailors would 
care for these fixtures above deck.” 
C. C. Harrison of New York fared 
better with his camera obscura, and 
one reporter at least paid honor to 
American pistols and rifles, consider- 
ing those made by Robbins and 
Lawrence the best in the world. 

Two “bell telegraphs” or “annunci- 
ators,” an invention to supersede the 
awkward array of bells in houses and 
hotels, working on a system whereby 
a bell rung in one place indicated a 
number on a distant board, drew 
crowds of disbelievers. A. Asher of 
New Orleans sent a machine for 
manufacturing ice through the 
agency of sulphuric acid, and Samuel 
Colt caused a sensation among the 
military with the first revolver in 
which the chamber, not the barrels, 
revolved. 

From the vantage point of a hun- 
dred years and more, it is easy to 
observe the “wrong guesses.” Though

an expanding man with 7,000 parts 
drew a bigger crowd and won a coun- 
cil medal, it was that “ugly caout- 
chouc” that made Goodyear a house- 
hold word and put a nation on 
wheels. A revolving grate, based on 
an idea of Franklin’s to do away 
with smoke from burning fuel, ap- 
peared far more practical than “an 
apparatus for cooking by gas.” A 
Sheffield pocket knife with 80 blades 
and gadgets seemed every whit as 
useful as Mr. Asher’s ice machine, 
and much more entertaining. 

In spite of their “poor press,” the 
Americans enjoyed the Great Exhi- 
bition as much as anybody, and came 
home with plans already formulated 
for a Crystal Palace in New York. It 
was built in what is now Bryant Park 
between 40th and 42nd Streets, and 
the Exhibition of the Industry of All 
Nations opened there in 1858. 

American exhibits at their own New 
York Crystal Palace were rather more 
elegant and diversified than they had 
been in London. Mrs. S. T. Martyn, 
writing for Ladies Wreath, reported, 
as “beautiful,” specimens of American- 
made Honitan lace, exhibited by 
Roberts & Co., and described a 29- 
piece tea service of solid California 
gold, with cups, saucers, spoons in- 
cluded, by Ball, Black & Co. and 
valued at $15,000. She wrote glowingly 
of Tiffany’s $600 diamond crosses; of 
the Webster vase, presented by citi- 
zens of Boston to that famous orator, 
shown by Jones, Ball & Co., of Boston; 
and of the “unique and elegant” orna- 
mental caster in the form of a large 
shell from Bailey & Co., of Philadel- 
phia. 

She noted “Patent flint enameled 
ware” made by the U. S. Pottery Co., 
in Vermont; painted porcelain from 
Haughwout & Dailey, N. Y., includ- 
ing a specimen plate of the dinner 
service they had made up for Presi- 
dent Pierce. (This firm imported 
china from France and did the 
decoration only). The Brooklyn Glass 
Company was there with cut glass, 
and the New England Glass Company 
showed cut, engraved, and colored 
glass, which she compared favorably 
to Bohemian. 

Mrs. Martyn skipped lightly through 
the science divisions, mentioning only 
a novel style of perfuming pocket 
handkerchiefs by crushing a small 
glass cylinder between the fingers— 
she cared little for this — and a 
jointed mosquito net of wire, large 
enough to protect a bed, but capable 
of being folded into a small compass, 
which she called “most practical.” 
However, she looked askance at the 
new sewing machines which 
were “extending so boldly on the 


province of women’s fingers.”

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The 


Incandescent 


by G. R. BROWN 


N October 21, 1879, when Thomas 

Edison produced the first success- 
ful incandescent electric light, the 
public had already accepted the won- 
ders of electricity. The telegraph was 
in use throughout the nation; the tele- 
phone had been invented. By Decem- 
ber 1879, stock of the Edison Electric 
Light Company had soared to $3,500 
a share. 

The lamp that Edison invented had 
the three basic elements found in 
today’s incandescent bulb: a _ thin 
filament of relatively high resistance 
and very high melting point; a glass 
envelope or bulb to protect the glow- 
ing filament from oxidation and cool- 
ing by the air; and an all glass seal 
at the base of the bulb whereby the 
electricity entered through wires em- 
bedded in the glass. The first lamp 
had a filament consisting of a fragile 
piece of carbonized thread. The bulb 
was blown from one-inch glass tub- 
ing, and the lead-in wires were of 
platinum. The original bulb was de- 
stroyed, but a replica is shown in 
Figure 1. 

Aided by an examination of Edi-

son’s lamp, other inventors in the 
United States and Europe rapidly 
brought out bulbs of their own. By 
1885 ten American companies were 
producing electric light bulbs. 

The size of these early bulbs 
varies considerably, and as they were 
free blown, the individual bulbs do 
not appear symmetrical, Free blown 
bulbs, each slightly different from all 
others, and usually somewhat elon- 
gated, were used well into the ’90s. 
Then followed bulbs blown into 
molds, but still by hand. A_ bulb- 
making machine was twenty years 
away. 

A characteristic of early bulbs was 
the sticker placed upon each to de- 
note its manufacturer, candlepower, 
and voltage. Until 1905, all light bulb 
ratings were in candlepower. With- 
out labels it is virtually impossible to 
determine the manufacturer, and the 
date of manufacture is less sure. 

Filaments, before the ’90s, were 
usually produced from carbonized 
thread or bamboo slivers, and were 
not uniform in cross-section. At first 
each manufacturer developed a base

peculiar to his lamp, but by 1900, 
standardization seemed practical, and 
the Edison base was selected, 

By 1900 many of the smaller lamp 
companies had ceased to do business 
or had combined with larger com- 
panies. The field had narrowed pri- 
marily to Westinghouse and General 
Electric, although the latter con- 
tinued to sell lamps with labels of 
many of the companies it controlled: 
Sunbeam, Fostoria, Bryan-Marsh, 
Buckeye, Columbia, and others. 

Today, there are literally millions 
of Mazda, Gem, and carbon lamps 
still in existence, all dating prior to 
1918. Obviously, the large number 
prevents them from being of apprecia- 
ble value, even though they appear 
quite strange and old. The one rare 
lamp subsequent to 1900 is the sin- 
tered tungsten filament iype made by 
General Electric from 1907 to 1910. 
They are scarce due to the extremely 
fragile nature of the filament. Many 
lamps of the ’90s have survived, 
but those of the late ’80s be- @ 
come increasingly rare,

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Antique Seat Furniture 


Made in St. Louis from the 1870's 


by JANE SCOTT 


OOK, if you will, at a map of the 

United States and note the strate- 
gic position of St. Louis in terms of 
water routes and overland routes by 
rail to the south and southwest. If 
you will further study the population 
increases of the states west of the 
Mississippi and south of Iowa from 
1880 to 1910, you will have all the 
facts you need to know why St, Louis 
was a logical furniture production 
center and why, to a certain extent, 
it took the place of that earlier furni- 
ture manufacturing center, Cincin- 
nati, Ohio. 

In the 1840s and 1850s St. Louis 
distributors bought as many as 50,000 
chairs a year from Cincinnati manu- 
facturers. By 1880 there were manu- 
facturers in St. Louis who didn’t 
blink an eye at selling that many 
chairs to distributors in the west and 
the south. 

Contrary to general belief, a tre- 
mendous proportion of the St. Louis 
chair factory production was devoted 
to manufacturing variants of the 
Windsor chair, the Boston and Salem 
rockers, and the slat-back chair. All 
of these chairs of St, Louis make are 
now traded in as antiques, and pur-

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chased by intelligent people to fur- 
nish homes in the old style, west of 
the Mississippi river. It is more than 
stupid for any eastern collector of 
18th century furniture to look scorn- 
fully at this collecting of mid- and 
medium-late 19th century furniture 
for, in relation to the time of settle- 
ment of the region, this furniture is 
earlier than is 18th century furniture 
in New England. Thus it was, in 
many cases, the first furniture of a 
new community. 

It has been said with some force by 
more than one keen observer that a 
picture is worth a thousand, or even 
ten thousand, words. Any description 
of mine dealing with the seat furni- 
ture of St. Louis production that is 
now falling within the category of 
antique, could be subject to misinter- 
pretation, depending upon my ability 
to use non-technical terms to de- 
scribe the construction of the various 
chairs. Luckily, we can dispense with 
words from here on because a de- 
scendant of one of the early officials 
of the J. H. Conrades Chair & Parlor 
Furniture Company has supplied me 
with a magnificent catalog of the 
production of this firm. All of the

illustrations are in the form of wood- 
cuts, and it is to these that any 
further words must apply. 

The first three chairs in group A 
show a late four-spindle type Wind- 
sor side-chair, a so-called Captain’s 
chair or late low-back Windsor, and 
a late four-spindle fan-back type 
Windsor. These chairs were available 
in light and dark colors, or antique 
green finish. The fourth is a chair 
more definitely in the Windsor tradi- 
tion, and quite pleasing with the ad- 
dition of balls at the top of the 
spindles and rails. If you would know 
how closely it is related to the Wind- 
sor, view the picture by holding a 
piece of paper over tops of stiles, hid- 
ing all of the balls. 

Group B consists of a Salem-type 
night chair, a low roll-seated Boston 
rocker, a late Salem-type rocker (the 
seat has no roll whatsoever), and a 
high roll-seated Boston rocker, 

Group C displays a two-splat and 
a three-splat fancy-type chair with 
splint bottom. The stiles and cross- 
pieces are stencil-decorated in colors. 

While this essay deals entirely with 
chairs, it is only fair to add that 
Charles Sueme of St. Louis was an 
extensive manufacturer of what were 
then called “kitchen safes,” and 
which still rejoice in that name. 
Above is a kitchen food safe 
with elaborately punched tin 2 
front and end panels, by Sueme.

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The First Patented 
British Paper Dolls

O England goes honors for in- 

venting the one-sided figure to be 
cut out of paper for which many 
different garments were provided so 
costume could be changed. These 8” 
paper figures, with several sets of 
clothing, were first put on the mar- 
ket by English firms in 1790. Their 
cost was said to have been three 
shillings and they were known as 
English mannequins. 

Germany and France imitated the 
invention. France found them far 
less expensive for advertising their 
luxurious fashions than dressing and 
circulating the fashion lady doll. 

Raphael Tuck and Sons Company, 
publishers to her Majesty (Queen 
Victoria) first applied for the right

to patent a paper doll. On June 9, 
1893, A. Tuck and F. P. Scott, sub- 
mitted drawings and_ specifications 
for patent No. 11,367. It called for 
a colored toy to be cut from a shect 
of cardboard, of which one portion 
represents a baby’s face, arms and 
nursing bottle. Another portion is a 
pattern for a long robe and bonnet 
to be cut from tissue paper to fit 
the baby. 

Mrs. Lloyd Brown of Oakland, 
California, known for her famous 
collection of dolls representing every 
country belonging to the United 
Nations, is also a collector of fasci- 
nating paper dolls, and the first copy- 
right paper doll of Great Britain, 
pictured here, is from her collection. 

Five months after taking out the 
baby doll patent, on November 30, 
1893, A. Tuck again received a pat- 
ent (No. 23003) for cardboard dolls 
printed in colors, provided with a 
number of changeable dresses and 
hats. These two patented paper dolls 
by the Tuck company are among the 
most sought for paper dolls not 
only because they are the first of 
their kind but also because 
Raphael Tuck has become a 
leader in the field.

Is The 
Rocking Chair? 


by CARL W. DREPPERD 


UMEROUS commentaries, includ- 

ing some of my own, have “dated” 
the rocking chair as mid-18th century, 
say around 1750. Also, I plead guilty 
to the generally held habit of express- 
ing pride that the rocking chair is an 
American colonial invention. 

In the December issue of Woman’s 
Magazine, 1949, published in London, 
G. Bernard Wood, Esq., comments in 
words and pictures on toys of long 
ago. One of the toys pictured is a 
child’s rocking chair of truly Gothic 
quality. It was found in a London 
plague pit along with other shards 
and relics of the reign of King Charles 
I. S.H.Clemence, Esq. of Johannes- 
burg, South Africa, sent a clipping 
with his compliments. Here, with my 
apology for past errors in both words 
and pictures about rocking chairs and 
their date is the only “amends” a 
commentator can make. All I can say 
is ...I was wrong. 

This plague pit rocker is a miniature, 
only three and a half inches high. 
When found at Moorfields it was 
treated chemically three times and 
then adjudged safe for handling. 
Amazingly, antiques found buried in 
plague pits (where victims of the 
awful plague were buried in haste by 
frantic officials) still bear the taint 
and the germ of a plague that devas- 
tated England, and especially London, 
three centuries ago. 

Dollis, toys and other things are 
often found interred with child vic- 
tims. Of the victims there is seldom a 
trace—but the toys, in most cases, are 
well preserved. Even the little seat 
cushion of this toy rocker, drawn 2/3 
actual size above, was intact.
